Claim 1 is the sole independent claim.

A Election of Species 

In the Office action dated November 22, 2005, the Examiner placed a formal election of 

species requirement as follows: 

First species of Figure 4; 
Second species of Figure 5; 
Third species of Figure 6; 
Fourth species of Figure 7; 
Fifth species of Figure 8; and 
Sixth species of Figure 9. 

Applicants hereby elect the fourth species, shown in FIG. 7. Claim 1 has been amended 

to be the only independent claim, and thus is clearly generic. It is respectfully submitted that 

claims 2-5, 10 and 16 are also generic, claims 9 and 21-22 are generic to the first and third to 

sixth species, and that claims 11-13 read on the fourth species. In the event a generic claim is 

found to be allowable, it is respectfully requested that all claims depending therefrom be 

rejoined.
